IN THE CLAIMS 

Claim 6 is canceled. Claim 1 is amended. A clean version of claim 1 is provided 
herewith in Attachment A. It will be noted that claim 1 has been amended relative to 
the previously provided version as shown by the marked up version thereof in 
Attachment B provided herewith. 

REMARKS 

Considering the matters raised in the Office Action in the same order as raised, 
and turning first to the contention that newly submitted claim 16 "is directed to an 
invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed," this 
contention is respectfully traversed. The original claims are directed to a high voltage 
transformer for a microwave oven and claim 16 merely recites structural aspects of the 
microwave oven. An appropriate search with respect to the invention as originally 
claimed would necessarily include high voltage transformers in microwave ovens. 
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
